HE 29th of laft Month, the Enemy at- 

‘ tempted to lay a Bridge over the River 

below la Ferrara, but Count Albergorti 
advancing thither hinder’d them, caufing 

fo great a Fire of {mall Arms to be made 

upon them that he oblig’d them to quit their Enter- 
prize, after having kill’d feveral of their Soldiers. 
They endeavour'd to lay their Bridge fomewhat 
lower ; but they found the ‘fame Oppofition ; and 
fince that, the 2 Armies cannonade each other crofs 
the River. The Duke of Vendome keeps Men at 
Work upon the Intrenchment from Garda to the A- 
dige. He has detach’d 3 Regiments of Horfe, and 
the Huffars, which will be follow’d by fome Battal- 
lions, for Piemont, whence ‘tis advis'd that the 
King’s Army was to draw together the 7th or 8th 

and march 2 Days after to inveft Turin. F

Turin, May 5. The Enemy continue to fend to 
Chivas.and Sufa all things neceflary for the Siege of 
this City. Their Troops have begun to draw toge- 
ther, out of the Quarters on our Frontiers and in the 
Montferrat: Their Bridge at Chivas is finifh’d: 
Moft of their Troops are to rendezvous the 9th In- 
ftant at Montenare, in order to move this Way and 
meet thofe that are to come from Sufa: And they 
ive out their whole Army will fir down before this 
lace the 15th of this Month, and that they will 
employ 120 Cannon and a great Number of Mor- 
tars againft ir. Upon Intelligence of all thefe Pre- 
oe and Motions @f the Enemy, his Royal 
ighnefs has fent Order to his Troops to draw out: 
of their Quarters: His Horfe isto arrive to Day at 
Rivoli, and the Imperial Horfe at St. Michel, be- 
tween Afti and this City ; and the greateft part of 
the Infantry are order’d to come hither. General 
Taun is gone to Afti, to give the neceffary Orders 
for the March of the Troops,and for the Prefervation 
of that Place. We are at prefent bufy in placing 
Cannon on the Fortifications made upon our rifing
